moisture: 
and a watch-sized cylindrical base 
which protects aircraft radio tubes 
from violation temperature changes. 
A specially-designed porcelain in­ 
sulator which guards vital radio, 
condensers against electrical flash -j 
overs was developed to meet the | 
rigorous conditions which radio con­ 
densers undergo in high altitude 
flymg. When planes climb to 30.- 
000 feet or over, Bailey explained, 
the rarefied air makes it easier for 
electricity to flash over insulators 
and often renders radio equipment 
useless. 
The new prestite piece, which 
carries wires to oil-filled condensers 
reduces the danger of flashover to 
a minimum and cuts down on the 
leagage of power.

! Indebtedness To Be Increased 
$58,000 For Repair Of 
Sewage Disposal 
Plant 


ELLWOOD CITY. Oct 8. -For the 
purpose of repairing, enlaiging and 
(quipping the sewage disposal plant 
and intercepting sewer, the Ellwood 
j boro council, in regular session last 
i night, completed arrangem ents for 
j the sale ot bonds in the amount of 
$58.000. 
The bonds will be ad v e r­ 
tised at once, and aw arded at a 
special meeting 
to 
be 
held 
on 
T hursday night, October 28. 
Work on the plant was started 
several days ago. 
Approval for in ­ 
creasing th e bonded indebtedness 
of the city for the purpose of build­ 
ing a new disposal plant was given 
by a m ajority vote of the electorate 
in 1942. 
Voters approved floating of a bond 
issue to the am ount of $119.000, 
however, because of priorities and 
shortages caused by war the p res­ 
en t plant 
is being 
repaired, e n ­ 
la rg e d . and equipped. 
The entire 
project will cost approxim ately $97,- 
000. with $39.000 of the am o u n t to 
be a federal grant. The total bond­ 
ed indebtedness will now be $169,- 
000. 
Subject to approval by the school 
district, council accepted a com ­ 
promise on th e direct tax assess­ 
m ent of the W alnut Ridge 
gov­ 
ern m e n t housing project. 
The assessm ent now offered by 
the governm ent to council, pending 
action by the school board, is $111,- 
994. 
The project was assessed by th e
